AMERICAN SAILORS 
FETED BY JAPAN. 
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‘OKIO, Oct. 19.—Monday morning 
T broke calm and beautiful over Yo- 
kohama Bay, the harbor being 
bathed in brilliant sunshine which 
threw into strong relief the glistening 
white sides of the American battle- 
ships where they lie at anchor beside 
the darker Japanese fleet. 
The first item in the reception to 
the Americans was the departure of 
Rear-Admira! Sperry and the admir- 
als and captains of the fleet for To- 
kio. They were driven to the station 
in carriages elaborately decorated with 
floWers, and entered a special train at 
8 o'clock. Even the cars of the train 
were especially prepared for the occa- 
sion, having been newly painted and 
draped with American flags and beau- 
tiful decorations, while the interiors 
were filled with flowers. 
CONTINUAL OVATION. 
Along the whole eighteen miles of 


the way to Tokio, through a country 


interspersed with quaint thatched cot- 
tages and native villages, there was 
ae continual ovation to the Ameri- 
cans. 

Each village school turned out in 
force, the children lining the track as 
the train sped by, every pupil waving 
two flags, an American banner and the 
emblem of their native land, and ev- 
eryone cheering continuously. 

Admiral Sperry bowed his response 
from an open window and his officers 
Wared their hats while the ladies of 
the party fluttered fags and handker- 
chiefs from every window of the train. 

The trip was one long procession 
through a line of waving flags. The 
wonderful inspiration of the massed 

voices, representative of 
New Japan, was evidently a part of 
@ carefully thought out plan. It is 
the intention of the reception officials 
to have one million school children, 
this week, voice the sentiment of the 
nation’s coming generations.

CHEER UNITED STATES FASHION. 

After fifteen minutes of continuous 
singing, the band stopped and the 
leader stepped out and 10,000 voices 
cheered again, giving the American 
cheer three times and a tiger. 

The American officers were then con- 
ducted to carriages in waiting and the 
work of the day was commenced. 

The admirals of the fleet were driven 
to the Shiba palace, in the imperial 
Carriages, attended by aides. The 
twenty-seven captains and command- 
ers were taken to the Imperial Hotel. 

The streets leading to both places 
were literally packed, hundreds deep, 
with madly cheering crowds. The ef- 
fect of the mass of waving flags re- 
sembied a sea of red, white and blue. 

The Associated Press is assured that 
the return of Admiral Togo to Tokio, 
after his great victory of the Sea of

More Towns Doomed—Boy 


Escapes 


With Ashes of Little Sister in Hand.

ETROIT (Mich.) Oct. 18.—[{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.) Five more names 

were added to the list of dead from 
forest fires in the Alpena district to- 
day when it was learned that, Henry 
Hines, his wife, and two children were 
burned to death near Cathro last night. 
Seven more bodies were found between 
Metz and Rogers City. They probably 
were those of persona reported missing 
after the destruction of Metz. 

A pitiful case is reported at Millers- 
burg. There arrived there today a 10- 
year-old boy named Dust, a refugee 
from Metz. In his pocket handkerchief 
he carried a little pile of ashes, all that 
remained of the incinerated body of 
his little sister. Soon after there ar- 
rived another child, a girl, carrying 
a baby. Both were practicaBy naked, 
their clothes having been burned off. 

TOWNS DOOMED. 

While the wind is dying down and 
many of the fires have bu them- 
selves out, there still are towns 
in grave danger. 

Hillman, in Montmorenei county, 10 
surrounded by flames and every citi- 
zen in the place is out fighting the ad- 
vance of the fire. The blaze near 
Kneeland has become so fierce that the 
village is believed to be coomed and 4 
special train was sent this afternoon 
to take out the people. 

Ossineke, south of Alpena on Thun- 
der Bay, also was reported to be in 
great peril in the latest reports re- 
cejved this evening, but communica- 
tion has been cut off and its fate now 
is unknown, 

After a day and night of terror, dur- 
ing which the inhabitants of Le Grand 
fied from their homes and sought safety 
in every direction, oy to be balked 
and turned back by the flames that 
raged about them, the village is un- 
touched tonight, but the woods all 
around are reported to be ablaze. 

RACE WITH FLAMES. 

A rising wind had fanned the fires 
all over the district and when Buelb, a 
lumber camp a mile from the town, 
was destroyed, sixty men were driven 
from the camp to clearings. The men 
had a thrilling and spectacular expe- 


When the wind fanned the flames in- 
to the tree tops, the men sped to the 
horses which had been kept for emer- 
gency. They went down the road to- 
ward Le Grand at a gallop, but fast- 
er than the horses came the flames. 

As the fire came upon them they 
covered their faces and lay down in 
wagons. Long tongues of flame fanned 
by the gale swept thirty feet above 
them. In five minutes it was all over. 
The horses hair was singed by heat 
and the mens’ hands were uilotered,

parties of from two to five. Many 
of these were killed it is feared. 

Reports from the forest fire’ district 
of Northern Michigan were fragmen- 
tary today, but there were indications 
of improvement as to conditions re- 
garding life and property. 

The victims-who survived the de- 
struction of their homes and villages 
are in a pitiful plight. There is a 
likelihood of greater distress, and 
many deaths from exposure in the 
event of a sudden drop of temperature 
falling upon the scantily clothed refu- 
ees camped in the box cars and the 
open fields.

Warner 
has directed Adjt.-Gen. McGurrin of 
the State troops to take the initiative 
in similar measures at Grand Rapids. 
The Detroit and Mackinac Rallroad 
has also sent a dosen carloads of pro- 
visions, lumber and hay into the burned 
district from Bay City. e 

OTHER TOWNS THREATENED. 
„President J. D. Hawkes, of the De- 
troit 4 Mackinac hKallroad, received 
word today that fires were greatly 
threatening the town of Ossineke, 
south of Alpena, on Thunday Bay. Mr. 
Hawkes said that he had received no 
reports from Alpena or Rogers City, 
and he was confident he would have 
heard something if the situation at 
those points had not improved. 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany had uninterrupted communica- 
tion with Alpena today and was able 
to do business twice with Onawa, on 
the far side of the burned district. The 
Western Union also was able to reés- 
tablish communication with Posen in 
the fire district this afternoon.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Elections will be 
held in the various States and in the 
Territories of Arizona and New Mex- 
ico November 3.

RUSSIA WATCHES PERSIA. 


Czar Contemplates intervention to Re- 
store Order in Azer- 
baijani. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 18.—The 
Novoe Vremya, in an editorial today, 
raises the question of Russian inter- 
vention in Northern Persia, asserting 
that this may soon be necessary to 
prevent all of Persia falling a prey 
to anarchy, and to safeguard Russia's 
commercial and other interests in 
Northern Persia. 

The Novoe Vremya sees no hope of 
the Shah's forces restoring order in 
the province of Aserbaijani. 

Hatar Khan, the constitutionalist 
leader, and his brigand followers, the 
paper says, intoxicated with victory, 
have established an autonomous gov- 
ernment at Tabriz, and are about to 
carry the standard of revolt into 
Southern Persia, with fair chances of 
success. 

Russian trade has been completely 
paralyzed and the outbreak threatens 
to cross the frontier into the Caucasus. 

In conclusion the Novoe Vremya 
says: “Great Britain and Russia have 
tried to play the role of disinterested 
advisers to the Shah, but without suc- 
cess. Russia, in justice to herself. 
though unwillingly, may be to 
assume the task of restoring order in 
Azerbaijani.”

BULGARIA RESCINDS 
HER ARMY ORDERS. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SOFIA, Oct. 18.—The mobilization of 
Turkey's Third Army Corps in Mace- 
donia is regarded here as due to a mis- 
take on Bulgaria s part in calling out 
three series of reservists. Some days 
ago the government summoned to the 
colors some 15,000 conscripts belonging 
to the same series who for various rea- 
sons had been retired from service. 
These men were to join the army on 
October 19, to undergo a course of ele- 
mentary training for enlistment. 

Apparentiy the Turkish government 
interpreted this as a grand levy, and

They are the Nizams, or men of the 
first line, and three divisions of Red- 
ifs. The former consist of five divis- 
ions and sixteen battalions each, with 
850 men to the battalion, q total of

According to the correspondent, guns 
end munitions are being moved rap- 
idly. One hundred and ten rapid fire 
guns, ten carloads of Mausers and 
fifteen carloads of munitions have al- 
ready arrived, and 200 heavy guns are 
now on the way.

NWELCOME VISITORS. 

Only a short generation ago, or say in the 
later aixties and early seventies, it was one of the 
boasts of the enterprising California real estate deal- 
ers— for they had enterprising dealers in dirt in 
California, even in those days—when they were try- 
ing to induce a .“tenderfoot” to become an adopted 
son of the Golden State, that California was entire- 
ly free from all kinds of insect pests, such as have 
for a century or more been giving so much troubie 
to the farmers east of the mountains. 

This was true enough then, but any intelligent 
person might easily have been able to prognosticate 
that such a blissful condition of affairs could not 
possibly endure for any great length of time, for ob- 
viously a climate that is so favorable to plant and 
animal and human life must also, of necessity, be 
favorable to the multiplication of those lower forms 
of anima! life which we usually refer to as “ver- 
min” or “pests.” 

So, ere long the festive “bug” began to appear 
upon the scene in California. The more than aver- 
age intelligence of the horticultural community of 
the State was put to severe tests in its efforts *o 
obtain the mastery. At the present day probably in 
no State of the Union have scientific methods of ex- 
terminating insect pests been brought to such a 
height of perfection as in California. 

Some of there contests have been interesting 
and dramatic to an extreme. As, for instance, the 
big fight against the white cottony cushion scale 
which twenty years ago threatened to totally de- 
stroy the citrus fruit industry of Southern Oalifor- 
nia, then beginning to assume commercia! im- 
portance. The orange growers were almost in de- 

ir when a clever “bugologist” by the name of 

, who had been traveling around the world 
looking for parasites to destroy noxious scale in- 
sects, brought up from Australia a small box full 
of little insects known in the classic slang of the 
entomologist as Icerya Purchasii—or words to that 
effect, for the ordinary “layman” cannot be expected 
to carry in his head, after a lapse of twenty yeara, 
all these crack-jaw entomological designations wien 
which the big bugs of the scientific world delight 


to disfigure plant and animal life, having even given 


to such a beautiful flower as our California State 
poppy the horrible name of “eschscholtzia.” 

This Australian insect went for the measly 
scale, and in a most remarkably short space of time 
had driven it ovt of «existence. A few colonies of 
the insect are still always kept on hand at the va- 
rious experiment ‘stations, and when the white scale 
begins to show its head, they are turned loose, in- 
variably with effective results. 

This gave the first great impetus to the para- 
site war on insect pests, conducted on the principal 
enunciated in Hudibras: 

“Big fleas have little fleas, 
pon their backs to bite em, - 
“Little fleas have lesser fleas, 
And so ad infinitum.” | 

Since then we have had wars with scales blue, 
red, purple, yellow, and of various other shades. 
None of them have been quite so decisive as the bat- 
tle waged against the white scale twenty years ago, 
and some of them have, indeed, been rather dis- 
couraging. 

Just now the horticulturists are confronted 
with an insect invasion of somewhat different type 
from those that have hitherto favored the State 
with their presence. This time it is an ant. Not 
one of those ordinary little ants that make the 
housewife’s life miserable by insisting on crawling 
into the sugar basin, and other places where they 
do not belong, but an ant of gigantic size, that 
is said to have come to us from the Argentine Re- 
public of South America, by way of Louisiana, 
where it has played havoc with the cotton crop. 
The State horticultural authorities declare that un- 
less steps are taken to erndicate the Argentine ant 
it will be but a few years before the whole State 
will be infested. State aid to fight the pest will be 
asked. This is certainly a much more sensible prop- 
osition than to waste State money in foolish at- 


tempts to fight the bubonic plague bogie by killing 


rats, fleas, ground squirrels and other vermin that 
have very little to do with the case.

cures for ants, the only drawback to them being the 
slight one that they don’t cure. Some years ago 
one genius sent in an application to Washington 
for a patent on a device to keep cupboards free of 
ants. His device consisted simply in drawing a 
chalk line around the edges of the shelves.

EROINES OF MODERN FICTION.

We are asked 
to regard such slush buckets as one Herrick’s latest 
book as proof positive of a degenerate feminine 
morality that would not have been tolerated a hun- 
dred years ago. This Mr. Herrick, it will be re- 
membered, handles his characters very much as 
Noah handled his troublesome cargo of the ark. 
He marches them on the stage two by two, male 
and female, husband and wife. They are always 
unhappy and usualjy quarreling, and we 
precious couples reassort themselves with dis- 


these 
astrous disregard to the Ten Commandments and 


Mrs. Grundy. The husband is always, or nearly 
always, the money-making autematon, guiltless 
alike of literature, art, or the graces of life, while 
the wife is yearning to be “understood,” 

for the “higher life” and hysterically eager to “find 
her own sphere” according to the jargon that nowa- 
days takes the place of thought and duty. Most 
of ‘these ladies find the coveted Eldorado in the 
society of men other than their husbands, and what 
they call emancipation is labeled by a heartless 

rid as adultery. 

This fellow Herrick's book is typical of many 
others, less ably written, but all of them affording 
material to the self-appointed critic who will have 
us believe that we are rushing down a steep place 
like the Gadarene swine and to a similiar destina- 
tion, and that our grandmothers would have hard 
work to hide their blushes had they been furnished 
with such literature as ours. Those dear ladies 
blushed easily and no doubt they would have been 
badly shocked, but they would have read it all the 
same. 

That we should draw sinister conclusions from a 
comparison between the novels of two different 
periods is perhaps not unnatural, especially when 
the comparison is superficial and unreflecting. 


: With disgust we put Mr. Herrick’s heroines upon 


one side with the inward conviction that there are 
no such people, and we point the commending fin- 
ger of a stern and rigid virtue at those other ladies 
whose adventures were read with so much profit 
by a past and more modest generation. Take, for 
example, those immortal works of Mrs. Brunton 
that she cunningly entitled “Self Control” and 
“Discipline” and that were universally acclaimed 
as incapable of bringing the blush of shame to the 
cheek of innocence. These irreproachable books 
were dedicated to Miss Joanna Baillie, while Miss 
Hannah More gave to them the sanction of her ap- 
,»proval. What guarantees could be more faultless, 
and with what gratification we read of the immac- 
ulate Laura whose modesty was of so high an or- 
der that she could examine a wound in her 
lover’s neck and so pursue a duty unflinchingly 
“from which falee sensibility would have recoiled 
in horror.” What an exquisite decorum and what 
a chaste charity! 

But the fact remains that beneath the surface, 
beneath the veneer of namby-pamby phrasing, these 
model novels for the “young person” of a past gen- 
eration are so steeped in prurience as to approach 
depravity. Mr. Herrick has conceived nothing quite 
so bad. The men are far worse than Mr. Herrick's 
heroes, while the women are far less desirable than 
his heromes. The transcendent Laura acts ha- 
bitually as the modern heroine with all her mis- 
deeds would be ashamed to act, while as for the 
men, their whole career, the apparent aim and ob- 
ject of their being, is expressed when we say that 
“the villain still pursued her.” When Laura is 
only seventeen we find her fainting at the feet of 
her lover, who has been rather unduly explicit in 
avowing his nefarious intentions. Laura faints a 
good deal—all well-conducted and virtuous young 
women fainted in those days—and so we are grati- 
fied to find that when she meets the discarded Har- 
grave in London she “neither fainted nor screamed” 
—not, that is to say, without further provocation. 
She only “trembled violently,” and when Hargrave 
finally turns round and “regardless of the inquisi- 
tive looks of the bystanders clasps her; to his 
breast she in no way resents this Homerie love- 
making, but “her head sunk upon his ders 


These heroines of our grandmothers’ fiction were 
indeed fearfully and wonderfully made. Their 
modest virtue was of that aggressive order that 
almost invites atgack. Readers of “Miss Burney’s 
Diary” will remember the dismay of that chaste 
damsel when Col. Fairly advises her to read a 
novel entitled “Original Love Letters Between a 
Lady of Quality and a Person of Inferior Station.” 
All would have been well but for that immodest 
title, for Migs Burney can in no way bring herself 
even to recognize the existence of such things as 
love letters, still less of their incorporation into a 
novel.
